With  this  name  (Chop  FtK>d)  I  have  identified  the  article  »<.ld  as  Moul?e,  Proven- 
.1,  r,  I'rovende,  grains  eoncass,-,  but  it  is  to  l)o  noted  that  Mouhe  is  the  only  one  of 
tlirsc  terms  which  has  lejral  rect^nition  as  a  synonym  for  Chop  Feed. 

The  legal  standard  for  t;hop  Feed  is  as  follows: 

Protein,  at  least  If  ;i-  •       • 

Fat,  at  least  2  per  . 

Fibre,  at  most  10  .  i 

The  Act  however,  provl-'os  that  a  defieieney  of  not  more  than  one  per  cent  in 
l,iot,.in  or  fat:  or  an  excess  of  not  more  than  two  per  cent  of  fibre  shall  not  Im3  hcla 
;,.  evidence  of  fraudulent  intent,  provided  that  the  total  value  of  the  article  in  nutri- 
tive material  is  substantially  e<iuivalent  to  the  standard  value. 

Ry  an  Order  in  Council  of  .Ird  Mn.v,  1011,  it  is  further  required  that  Chop  Feed 
-li;ill  be  free  from  vital  seeds  of  noxious  weeds.

SUMMARY. 

The  alwivi'  r.'sults  wire  ohtain.'.l  throUKli  px|)orliii<'nts  con.'.'rnin!r  tlu-  vitality  f 
weed  seeds  nn.l.'r  tin-  intlmn.'e  of  th.ir  distribution  l>y  nmnure  alonii  tw.>  different 
lines:  uam.ly.  th."  e-ff.'i't  of  fermeiitinf.'  manure  on  the  '  italily  of  weed  s.'."ds  (.^-('ds 
II  tro.inf'.><!  throu'jh  heildin'r)  and  tlie  ifT.'ct  upon  th.<  vitality  .if  weed  seeds  after  pass- 
ii".;  ihrouprh  the  difiestive  .haniiel  of  dom.'sti.-  animals  (sc'ds  fcl  to  animals). 

'.'he  iirst  part  of  th.'  exiM>riinent  was  a.'.-omplish.'d  s„  as  to  ever  the^  condition 
wh.-ro  inannrp  remains  for  si.\  months  in  a  barnyard.  p.inn.l  or  pile.  The  .s(^.'oi\d 
,ov. -cd  crinditions  wlvre  the  manure  remained  on  Jiiles  for  a  short  wliili-.  as  when 
shipped  by  carload  lots  from  cities. 

From  the  alwvo  results  the  followinpr  conclusions  siem  justified:  — 
1st.     'Vhen  manure  is  allowed   to  fcvnii'iit   in   l>iles  f.ir  0  months  no   danger  of 
.lislribnfl;itr  weed  seeds  is  incurre.1. 

5nd.  When  manure  is  allowed  to  r.'main  in  piles  and  nnd.Ttroiiifr  partial  fcr- 
nif  iitat ion.  little  datif-'cr  of  ilistribution  i-'  incurred. 

The  fetond  part  of  th"  experiment  which  d.nlt  with  th.'  elT.'ct  upon  the  vitality 
of  weed  :ecds  after  (.assii  •-.'  throiiuh  the  diy.-stivc  .'hannels  of  domestic  animals  was 
a.'coniiili-hed  so  as  to  hrinpr  about  throe  existinp  conditions:  — 

1st.  M:,nure  hauled  direct  from  the  stable  to  the  ii.'ld  as  a  top  .Ir.ssinir  and  lift 
fberi'  <xpi-cd  to  the  washing  of  th.-  rains. 

2nd.  Where  the  manure  is  haul.'.l  .lirectly  from  the  stable  to  the  field  where 
i:  is  imm.diat.'ly  ploiifrh.  d  under. 

.Ird.  Where  tbe  domestic  animals  are  allow.-d  to  run  in  pasture  and  the  drnp- 
jiimrs  are  allovv.'d  to  rcniaiii  wherever  they  ehaiK-e  to  fall. 

From  the  above  tables  in  th.'  latter  part,  the  following  results  ,     re  ..btained:-- 


1st.  Whore  tho  manure  was  hauled  directly  fron.  the  stable  as  a  top  dressing  an 
average  of  only  12  H  per  cent  of  th    seeds  fed  to  aniwaU  genmnuted. 

2nd.  Where  the  manure  was  hauled  directly  fron.  the  stable  upon  the  land  and 
nIouKhed  under.  2-3  per  cent  of  the  seeds  fed  to  animals  chi..'  up. 

iird.  Whore  the  droppings  remaint-.l  on  the  pasture  ti.  1.1s  unadulttrat«Kl  as  they 
1,11   nn  average  of  only  :i  1  per  cent  of  the  seeds  fed  to  animals  germinated. 

I  hare  the  following  expression  of  opinion  from  O.  11.  Clark,  Es-i.,  seed  commis- 
^iou.r  of  the  Uepartni.Mit  ii  Agriculture.  Canada:—  .„  ,     ,  ,       .  . 

••  There  has  been  -luite  a  large  numk-r  of  samples  of  mill  feeds  analysed  m  our 
s,.,h1  luLoratory  covering  the  period  of  six  years,  and  from  the  results  of  this  work  we 
lu.vc  formed  the  opinion  that  the  proportion  of  whole  weed  seeds  contained  in  the 
ueding  stuff  deiiends  largely  on  the  care  or  lack  of  care  on  th    pait  of  the  nuu.ufa.- 

"""•  Weed  seeds  in  seed  grain  uro  probably  five  times  more  dangerous  to  agriculture 
,|„n.  are  weed  seeds  in  mill  feeds,  for  the  reason  that  only  a  small  per  cent  of  the  w,*d 
-.vdi  fed  to  stock  ultimately  are  put  on  the  land  in  a  viable  condition. 

"For  the  present.  I  think  I  cm  not  do  more  than  to  express  the  opinion  thnt  if 
vou  were  to  tolerate  five  noxious  w.ed  seeds  per  pound  of  bran,  shorts  or  chop  feed 
before  you  consider  their  character  affected  as  being  free  from  the  seeds  of  the  said 
weeds  within  the  meaniiiR  of  your  regulations;  then  field  agneultur..  uould  bo  as 
well  Fsfeguarded  as  it  now  is  under  the  regulations  that  are  applied  for  a  similar 
purpose  under  the  Seed  Control  Act.''  ,  v     •»  /„.  .„„^ 

The  department  has  not.  u,,  to  the  present  time,  fixed  any  legal  limit  for  weed 
.ecds  in  consequence  of  which  I  have  not  judged  ns  adulterated  any  of  the  samples 
herein  reported.  I  have,  however,  ventured  to  describe  weed  seeds  as  in  excess  ^vhen 
U-^nt  to  the  extent  of  3  see^^s  per  ounce,  practically  50  seeds  pcM-  pound.  T  am  sure 
'hat  this  is  a  very  liberal  interpretation  of  the  regulations;  but  until  «.me  depar  - 
,„eMtal  action  is  taken  to  fix  numerical  limits  beyond  which  noxious  weed  seeds  shall 
he  recogrired  as  illegal,  nothing  more  can  be  done.  „     •      •,    /,„.;;„„  vnlne 

Tt  will  he  noted  that  tlm  article  chop  feed,  varies  greatly  m  its  feeaing  vane. 
While  the  protein  minimum  fixed  by  law  is  10  per  cent  5.1  samples  show  more  tlmn 
1-2  per  cent  protein;  30,  samples  more  than  13  per  cent;  20  samples  more  than  U  per 
rj  and  17  samples  more  than  1.'.  per  cent  protein  while  3  samples  show  aim  c  20 
ner  cent.  These  last  are  usually  chopped  pens.  Tt  ,s  a  question  wocther  or  not  the 
term  chop-feed  is  not  too  comprehensive,  and  might  not,  with  advantage  to  the  buyer.

THs  ou  te  evident,  by  the  percentages  of  fibre  found  in  some  of  these  samples,  that 

■  „  e  miVlers  take  advantage  of  the  excess  value  in  protein  and  fat,  to  a^ld  valujes 
„K,terial  (chaff  or  oat-hulls,  etc.)  to  the  feed.  More  than  1.,  per  cent  of  crude  film 
i<  found  in  IS  samples  herein  reported,  while  the  legal  maximum  is  10  per  cent. 

Vhese  matters  will  be  further  considered:  and  it  is  hoped  that  recommendations 

f,r  nmendment  of  our  standard  may  result  from  fuller  experience  and  study  of  the
